with Governor Swettenham after land- 
ing his party the governor .says he in- 
stantly protested against the presence 
of a foreign armed force. 


Admiral Davis' landing party"-was 


withdrawn at once in accordance with 
the governor's express wish. 


The following morning Admiral Da- 
vis sent a letter to the governor say- 
ing that he had been requested by the 
Colonial chief of police to land a party 
of his men for the purpose of quelling 
a,mutiny in the jail and also to pro- 
tect the archives of the United States 
consulate. 
Admiral Davis in this letter asked 


the governor's permission to perform 
the services requested. 
The men were actually landed, ac- 


cording to Governor Swettenham, be- 
fore he had received the admiral's let- 
ter.At this stage of the affair, it is said, 
Brigadier-General "W. J. A. Madisall, 
commanding the British 
forces 
at 
Kingston, indignantly reported to the 
governor, asking: for the reasons for 
the presence on British soil of the for- 
eign troops. 
The American bluejackets appear, 


from the Swettenham report to have

$32,000,000 to the Education Board 
would be distributed without any 
preferences, and are to. reach .mat- 
ters economic and socialistic was 
announced today by Frederick T.

WORD OF MAYOR MOTT 


MAY BE FINAL ACTION 


Controversy Over Repairing Streets in 


• Business Section of City Proves 


Most Interesting. 


JL| AYOR MOTT and the "ConV 


mittee of One Hundred," at 


the head of which is Ed, B. Web- 
ster, are engaged in a controversy 
over the repairing of the streets in 
the business section of the city. It 
is likely that on Monday morning 
the confab will come to a definite 
action, as the Mayor has forbidden 
the "Boosters" to attempt to re- 
pair ^the streets themselves, while 
the members of the committee are 
persistent and declare that on Mon- 
day morning they will begin the 
work they have planned. 


The Mayor has threatened to 


have arrests made and the "Boost- 
ers" assert that they will be defiant, 
•and, if necessary will carry the mat- 
ter into the courts.. Should any 
summary action be taken against 
them, they are preparing to obtain 
injunction papers. 


Last Wednesday night the "Com- 


mittee of One Hundred" met and 
prepared a resolution requesting 
the Mayor to have work begin on 
the 
streets 
within 
forty-eight 


hours. This resolution was moved 


F. J. Lea and seconded by If. 
Capwell. 
The measure was 


unanimously adopted and its provi- 
sions were incorporated in a letter 
which was sent to Mayor Mott. 


The gist of the communication 


was that if the repair work was not 
commenced 
within 
forty-eight 


hours, "that the members of the com- 
mittee would provide the necessary 
material and commence wpVk at 
once. 


At a recent meeting of the Board 


of Public Works, wnich was at- 
tended by some fifteen "Boosters," 
at which the matter of repairing the 
streets were discussed, MayorMott 
invited the members of the com- 
mittee to provide $1.000 worth of 
rock and he promised that the 
Street Superintendent would see 
that it was used on the damaged 
thoroughfares. 
The members of 


the commfclee claim tint therdo 


not desire to furnish the material 
and allow the city to repair the 
streets, but they wish to do the 
work under their own directions. 


The time limit set by the com- 


munication to the Mayor expired 
at noon yesterday. 
Mayor Mott 


visited Webster's store on Thir- 
teenth street and discussed the mat- 
ter with Webster. The Mayor for- 
bade the Boosters to carry out their 
plans and asserted that if any at- 
tempt was made to place rock on 
the streets, ihat arrests would fol- 
low. Superintendent of Streets Ott 
has been directed to follow out this 
order. The conversation between 
Webster and Mayor Mott did not 
settle the matter, as the former de- 
clared that the members of the com- 
mittee which he heads are going to 
carry out their plans or carry the 
matter into the courts for settle- 
ment. 


Webster states that on next Mon- 


day morning ten wagonloads of 
rock, emblazoned with banners de- 
claring that the Boosters are going 
to repair the streets art to 
be escorted about the streets by 
the members of the committee 
and the procession will move about 
the streets in the business section 
of the city. The rock'is' to be filed 
on the streets whenever repairing is 
thought to DC necessary. 


Mayor Mott said yesterday to, re- 


lation to the communication be h*d 
received: "I believe that

know that the claims for a hair remedy are unrea- 
sonable and untrue, that knowledge will save you 
money and prevent disappointment. 
Tho trouble lies In the fact that certain over am- 


bitious Proprietors employ advertising writers 
-who 
do not know the composition of the remedies thoy 
write about, and even if they did, they are not ex- 
pected to know the therapeutic action of the various 
ingredients. 
Two very familiar and 
oft-repeated 


statements are, that the hair must be watered and 
fed just like a plant, and that the color of the hair, 
once destroyed, can be restored by natural process. 
While both of these statements are false 
in 
every 


particular, It requires some little knowledge of the 
hair follicle to understand why the statements are 
false.

geles has been here and has returned 
home and will make report to the sev- 
eral commercial 
(bodies which 
they 


represent that there is no hope for 
their proposed new 
annexation 
bill 
passing the present session of the leg- 
islature. 


Thay TV-Ill report, further, that In th« 


forthcoming election for th« proposed 
annexation of San Pedro to Los An- 
geles they will be compelled to rely 
upon the call which 'has been Issued 
under the present law which -was pass- 
ed about twenty years ago, regardless 
of the fact that they believe It to be 
defective In some very important re- 
spects, 


AWAIT COURT DECISION. 


At the same time, they have a slight 


hope that 'they may receive some as- 
sistance 
from 
the 
State 
Supreme 


Court to which body they have mad* 
an appeal. While 
those 
gentlemen 


were In the north, they brought the 
difficulty they labored under to the 
court In question. They showed that 
the city of Los Angeles had called an 
election for the purpose of annexing 
the town of San Pedro. 
They 'had 


made the call under a law which -was 
passed about twenty years ago and, at 
that time, there were no towns in this 
State 
working 
under 
free-holders' 


charters. The law at that time pro- 
vided for classified cities only and as 
a consequence, both I/os Angeles and 
San Pedro were classified cities. 


Since 
then, 
however, tooth these 


cities have come under the govern- 
ment of freeholders' charters and tho 
question to be solved Is whether an 
election called 
for 
classified -cities 


would be valid with respect to cities 
under freeholder charters. 
If such an 


election Is within the scope of the old- 
time Jan' why, of -course, me election 
called for the middle of next month In 
the matter of the annexation of San 
Pedro will be legal. These men are in- 
clined to believe that the hill is pow- 
erful enough to warrant the election 
being held, mainly on the ground that 
the result of the election in questlbn 
•would set forth the wishes of the peo- 
ple in the premises even though those 
cities do not belong to the class to 
which they belonged at the time the 
law was framed.

The Los Angeles men stated before 


leaving here that they had the promise 
of the Supreme Court that an opinion

Golfs great fascination Is that no 


one ever feels that he or she knows 
how to play. One is always trying to 
perfect herself and never succee^ine, 
for the simple reason that her Ideals 
are always advancing. That is golf. 
A tremendous advantage In golf Is 
that strength is not necessarily an 
advantage. 
When a womar starts to play golf, 
she naturally thinks of what she shall 
wear. There Is no distinct golfing cos- 
tume, but I should advise a short sktr*, 
a shirt-waist that does not bind, and 
a sensible pair of shoes, large enough j 
to "be absolutely comfortable, and with 
very low heels. 


Some prefer tennis shoes with no 
heels at all. One must have rubber or 
hobnails on the soles to keep from 
slipping. It Is a great aid In playing 
not to sMp. 
The very essence of golf Is to train 


players to curb their Impetuosity; to 
stand still as they play; to walk slowly 
and to be deliberate in all their ac- 
tions.

Like golf, lawn tennis takes its -play- 
ers out into the open air and keeps 
them active there, breathing fast and 
deep, and exercising in a way that 
brings the ruddy glow of good health 
into the cheeks. The game has an at- 
mosphere of good sportsmanship that 
gives Its devotees the best Ideas of 
honor, of respecV for the opponent, of 
the kind of honesty thar comes -from 
scoring fairly and deciding whether 
balls are In or out of court. 


A most important point that Is not 
generally appreciated by young plav- 
ers and by some old ones. too. is th« 
proper way to stand In receiving a ball. 


HOW TO RECEIVE 
'Many players contract a habit while | 
waiting for a hall of standing square 
around with the feet -both pointing in 
the direction from which the ball is 
expected, but this does not give the.j 
player the full control of the "balance.

surance and Insurance Laws this 
afternoon decided to take as a 
model the form of policy submit- 
ted by O.. G Jones, the Eastern 
insurance man employed by the 
committee as its-advisory expert 
This, slightly revised and amend- 
ed, according to suggestions made 
during conferences of the com- 
mittee, with the addition of the 
subheading of paragraphs proposed 
by Insurance Commissioner Myron 
Wolf, will be put at once into print- 
ed form, so that a facsimile of the 
policy just as it is intended the 
insurance companies shall issue 
it, may be attached to the bill 
when it is sent out of committee 


The Jones policy has been dis- 


cussed at length in these columns 
It is based ma!nl> upon the form 
m use in Massachusetts. It is 
much shorter than any of the fire 
insurance policies now in use con- 
taining only about 1200 words Its 
chief features are these 


It contains no clause permit- 


ting insurance companies to re- 
place personal property. Having 
regard to the shifting values of 
most articles of personal property, 
Expert Jones provides that only 
m case of a destroyed building 
may the companies elect to repair 
and replace rather than to paj the 
account of the insurance. 


Other conspicuous omissions 


are the chattel mortgage clause 
and the fallen building clause, so 
often used *by 'companies in the 
past as loopholes of escape from 
liability. The policy also is si- 
lent on the question of leased 
land

Until 
recently he has invariably treated the effect and not the cause, the 
treatment, like the medical treatment of the past, being mostly 
crude remedies, often barbarous- and ignorantly applied, for effects 
and conditions which have resulted from natural causes by processes 
working with mathematical precision. 
A vast and complex ma- 


chinory is maintained at enormous expense to administer justice 
when it no more administers justice than it controls the tides. This 
cumbrous and costly machinery, which includes courts, lawyers, 
police, detectives, prisons, jails and reformatories, is devised to 
suppress crime \\hen it no more suppresses crime than it reverses 
the law of gra\ itation. 


The initial mistake is in trying to cure a 


trying to prevent it. An environment of poverty, vice and crime 
breeds criminals as naturally as carrion 
breeds 
maggots. This 


fundamental fact of social economy lias been ignored for thousands 
of jears. Even the reform of criminals, which was begun only of 
late years, preceded attempts to preserve childhood from contamina- 
tion by vicious surroundings. It has taken mankind thousands of 
years to learn that society is vitally interested in knowing how each 
Man lives and gets his living, and more particularly that the sup- 
pression of crime m 1.1 it begin \\ith the training of children and pro- 
tecting them from influences which inevitably corrupt and degrade 
them. Society has allowed children to grow up in an atmosphere 
of moral and plnsical degradation surrounded by thieves, harlots 
and drunkards, and then has punished them for being the natural 
fruit of their environment and companionship. 
' 


Modern enhghtment is showing that the better way to deal 


•with the problem of vice and crime is to eradicate the causes which 
produce them, to wipe out the slums which generate a criminal and 
vicious atmosphere and give childhood a guardianship and train- 
ing that leads to paths of virtue, industry and sobriety.

by training in the handicrafts and industrial pursuits. And further, 
it has been found that society must reach out its hand and snatch j |j 
infancj from corrupting environment and vicious companionship.^;

cized is enough to drive a self-respect- 
ing man from the board. It has been 
published that we are paying two en- 
gineers $600 a month to attend to the 
new work at this prison. This is only 
a one-third truth. The engineers are 
busy all the time between this prison 
anl Folsom, in which latter piace they 
have saved the State thousands of dol- 
lars in the water power litigation alone. 
Here at this prison they have super- 
vised the installation of an oil burning 
plant instead of coal, and we find that 
this alone saves us $300 a month. We 
have taken this position: If the Legis- 
lature wishes any information on any 
subject connected, -with the prison, that 
information 
will be promptly 
and 


gladly given. 
We will aid them as 


much as we can, but we will not press 
ourselves upon them. There are good 
laws and bad laws proposed, but we 
do not feel justified in 
volunteering 


advice until it is sought."

Thaw's will, made the day he married Evelyn ISTesbit, as evi- 
dence in his trial for the murder of Stanford White recalls a 
scandal case in 'which two somewhat prominent citizens of Oak- 
land and a celebrated lawyer figured some years ago. All the 
parties are living and may be found daily on Broadway. 


Thaw's will was made in 1905—a year?before White was 


assassinated—and clearly reveals an intent to do murder. In 
it he declared that he expected to be assassinated, and de- 
nounced Stanford White 'as his enemy. This may have an in- 
sane look, but if studied it looks more like a deep-laid, cunning 
defense prepared in advance for a crime already resolved on.

Get 
up so close that von can't miss. Let him strike you with his 
nst if he tries, but take no chances.

The client followed this advice to the letter, but there wag 


no killing. The husband was so ta1 en aback and cowed by the 
onslaught of his assailant, who called him a liar and assassin, 
that he made no attempt to vindicate his outraged honor. He 
does not know to this day that his timidity saved his life or that 
his deliberate murder had been coolly planned in a lawyer's 
office bjr a past master of criminal practice.

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What has become of the prosecution of Schmitz by the 


Grand Jury ? 


What has become of the awful charges the Grand Jury 


was to, not only prefer, but prove against him? 


What has become of the charge of the Grand Jury manipu- 


lators that Schmitz had grafted hundreds of thousands of 
dollars from the United Railroads and from the Home Tele- 
phone Company? 


Evidently the Grand Jury has not an iota of evidence along 


these lines. Around town it is generally understood that the 
administration, through Abraham Euef, got large wads from 
the United Eailroads, the Home Telephone Company and the 
Bell Telephone Company. But so far as the Grand Jury is 
concerned, it seems impossible to get any evidence whatever 
against the administration on the two latter propositions. 


The evidence gathered by Burns, the federal detective 


working with the Grand Jury, is of the cheapest possible sort. 
He simply has the word of a lot of men who conduct the most 
infamous- places in San Francisco. The alleged restaurants 
that the}* conduct are run in open violation of the law. As a 
rule, the word of men who conduct resorts in violation of the 
penal code is not to be taken in court. A jury may decide that 
the testimony of the men who appeared before the Grand Jury 
is worthless on account of their self-.confessed criminal 
positions. 


If the Grand Jury is trying to convict people with the aid 


of a lot of criminals, it has a mighty weak case. 


In the meantime Schmitz is in Washington conferring 


with the President of the United States. I think he is one of 
the luckiest men in the world. A couple of months ago he was 
down and out. Nobody would have gone out of their way to 
publicly mix with him; but now, through the whirl of'the 
strange wheel of time, he is mixing it with President Roosevelt. 


In the meantime the Grand Jurv is doing nothing. All the 


talk about sending Schmitz to jail and Ruef to jail because they 
bribed and held up the United Railroads and the telephone 
company seems to have vanished in thin air. The prosecutors 
really have nothing against them but the testimony of a lot of 
French restaurantkeepers, which is little or nothing better than 
a lot of Frencl} restaurant waiters.

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I heard a man, who has had a great' deal of experience in 


the way of bringing about civic purity, discussing the graft 
that is still prevalent in San Francisco, in spite of the indict- 
ments of the Grand Jury. Everybody knows that the saloon- 
keepers are putting up something—not as much as they used to 
in the old days—but they are still in a measure paying tribute, 
if not to the actual agents of the administration, at least to the 
policeman on the beat, who systematically fails to .report any 
violation of the laws affecting petty gambling and illegal liquor 
traffic. 


Said my informer: "There is only one way to put a stop 


to this graft, and that is to license everything that pertains to 
the night life in a Big city. If you put a license on the poker 
games, the crap games, on the roulette wheels, on the nickel-in- 
the-slot machines and other forms of like gambling, you will 
place all the operators upon an equal footing. The mere fact 


that a man has a friend on the police force or on the police com- 
mission -will not give him any more protection than the man 
without a friend in the world who pays a license and conducts 
his business in a half way decent manner. 


"At present, when no one pays license, the only way in 


which these games can be conducted, and they are conducted, 
and will be conducted, in all big^ cities, no matter how strictly 
the laws are enforced, is by submitting to^that form of taxation 
which is popularly called 'graft.' 


"Since the saloons in San Francisco have been compellai 


to close at a specific hour, a number of saloonkeepers have the 
'liberty to bribe the'policeman on their beat in order to enable 
them to sell their poison all through the night. So, as I say,' 
the way to do away with graft, especially petty graft, is to 
license the minor gambling games and let the saloon men keep 
open as long as they like,.providing they run their places along 
legitimate lines."

Since I was talking to my'friend, the Board of Supervisors, 


under the direction of Supervisor Max Mamlock, has seen fit to 
declare that the laws governing the liquor license of San Fran- 
cisco should be" amended so that the saloons may remain open 
just so long as they please. 


While some people may condemn this attitude of the Board 


of Supervisors, I am of the opinion that they have done a 
mighty wise thing, for notwithstanding the fact that the saloons 
have been ordered closed at 2 o 'clock in the morning, only very, 
very few places have actually ceased selling liquor at that hour. 
As" a matter of fact, most of the saloonkeepers have boasted of 
their ability to keep open just as long as they please, no matter 
what the law says, and in spite of the mandate of the Board of 
Police Commissioners. 


And they have kept their poison factories running at full 


blast at all hours of the night. In order to do this it may have 
been necessary for them to slip a $5 gold piece now and then 
into the hands of the merry policeman patrolling the beat or 
work some other charm that has closed the ears of the man in 
blue to the songs and merriment going on behind the closed 
doors. 


The stoiy that Abe Ruef is back of the measure to keep the 


saloons open all night is perfectly true. Since Ruef has become 
boss the saloonkeepers have been compelled to pay a heavy trib- 
ute for small favors. In consequence they are incensed against 
certain phases of the administration. As a result, Phil Crim- 
mins, taking Advantage of an opportunity, has gone among" 
them and enlisted them under his banner to give battle to Ruef 
at the polls. 


The manner in which the saloon men have flocked to the 


Crinimins standard has been a great shock to Abe. Inci- 
dentally, the fact that Crimmins has stated that the railroad is 
with him in his new proposition has quite astounded the curly- 
haired boss of the tenderloin.

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Realizing that it was necessary for him to do something 


radical, Abe had Supervisor Mamlock introduce this amend- 
ment to the liquor license law permitting saloonkeepers to sell 
grog twenty-four hours out of the twenty-four. 


Probably you people on the other side of the^bay have' 


never heard of Supervisor Mamlock before. I don't know 
much about him myself, but what I do know is not very much 
to his credit. As I understand it, the merry Max was a janitor. 
in a hall utilized by a local labor union before the election. 
Since his becoming a city father he has acquired a large number 
of automobiles and other desirable luxuries. Of course, it is 
none of my business where he got these automobiles, but the 
Grand Jury has taken occasion to ask a number of people 
whether they grew on trees down in Pasadena -or whether Max 
was left them by some mysterious relative.

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Another element in the community which is taken very 


seriously by the political leaders, also strenuously objected to 
the closing of the saloons at 2 o'clock in the morning. This is 
the organization of pickpockets, sneak thieves and knock-out- 
drop performers, who have for the past three years enjoyed 
protection and have been enabled to gather very handsome bits 
of jewelry, pocket-books, wallets, etc. But since the fire they 
have not done so well, because the saloons were compelled to 
close first at 12 o'clock and then at 2. 


As these gentlemen don't get earnestly to work until about v 


2 or 2:30 in the morning, it is very difficult for them to earn a 
respectable living wittf all the saloons closed and an air of half 
sobriety about the town. And, as they pay for their protection 
and the privileges which they enjoy, it is only natural that they 
should object to~liaving their hours @f labor so cramped that 
they cannot earn p, fair day's wages in an unfair'day's work. 


These gentlemen, under the leadership of "Kid" Sullivan, 


who is the first walking gentleman in the police comedy, con- 
trol a certain numbefbf votes among the opium smokers And 
other tired people who live well without working. In all proba- 
bility they would be very well able to carry the Fortv-fourtii 
district for or against any one they saw fit. Hence their views 
must be seriously accepted and their demands complied with if 
it is to be a case of reciprocity, and I am told that theyr demand 
that the saloons should be permitted to run all night was taken 
just as seriously as was the demands of the Liquor Dealers' 
Association.

Ever since Schmitz departed for Washington the tender-- 


loin politicians have been speculating on the probabilities of a 
-break between the mayor and Abe Ruef. The boss has been 
rather free with sneering comments on the mayor's answering 
the President's bell, and a feeling of antagonism bcstween Abe's 
henchmen and the mayor's political push has been manifesting 
itself. This has set people to wondering if the political alliance 
of the unions and the tenderloin push can be maintained much 
longer. 


Ruef saw the mayor off when he started for Washington, 


but it was noticed that there was no evidence of friendliness 
between the boss and Schmitz. Indeed, the mayor quite gave 
Abe the overlook in the parting, and this open slight evidently 
stirred the bile of Ruef, who is as vain as a peacock in the 
spring and as hungry for recognition as a pet lap dog. He 
showed his temper by remarks in the presence of reporters 
not at all complimentary to Schmitz, and went so far as to 
suggest that the mayor had forfeited his office by leaving the 
State without getting a leave of absence from the Board of 
Supervisors. - 


This has caused some to believe Ruef is plaming to oust 


Schmitz and install Gallagher in the mayor's office as a fixture 
That he has thought it all over is evident from hifi talk, but he 
will'hardly dare to take any overt action on technical grounds 
against the mayor unless the latter makes a mess of things in 
Washington and alienates his labor following, wliich far out- 
numbers the clans Abe can muster in the saloons and the tender- 
loin. Besides, a breach with Ruef would bring to Schmitz' sup- 
port an influential element that is now against him mainly on 
Ruef'a account. 


It is notorious that the graft crusade is directed against 


Ruef rather than Schmitz, and that it is backed by many men 
.who personally like the mayor but detest his political associa- 
tion'with the tenderloin boss. The worst offenses of the ad- 
ministratiqn afe charged up to Ruef, and the worst men in 
office are Ruef's henchmen. Not a few believe Schmifcz la 
Ruef'a dupe rather than his pal in any wrongdoing, and they 
would be glad to stand up for the mayor if he would only break 
the tie that binds him to Ruef and the- disreputable gang that 
follows the banner of the curjly boss. 


For his part Ruef resents the distinction drawn between 


himself and the mayor. He is irritated by the denunciations 
hurled at hirp from the labor unions, and he is still more 
angered because the mayor has recently made a number of im- 
portant appointments without consulting him, and in some in- 
stances has put men in office wh"o openly speak of Ruef with 
scorn and contempt. 


Some of these more recent appointees of the mayor have 


neglected to file their bonds within the time fixed by law. This 
neglect gives Gallagher, Ruef's acting mayor, an opportunity 
to-declare -their places vacant and appoint Ruef creatures in 
their stead. But the opportunity will not be seized. The men 
in jeopardy are strong with the labor unions, and if Ruef vrere 
to throw them out he would raise a terrific tempest about his 
ears.

The labor unions constitute by far the most aggressive force 


in the community. They have no love for Ruef, and would be 
against him with might and main the moment he turned on the 
mayor. Ruef knows this too well to make any false breaks at 
this time. He also knows that he is the man He-aey is really 
after, and that the evidence of graft is all against him and only 
^constructively against Schmitz. ^

The bal- 
ance is about 30,000,000 
taels 


per annum done overland, im- 
ports and exports both included. 
The export tariff has never been 
revised, but remains as in 1858. 
At that time is was calculated 
on a basis of five per cent ad 
valorem, but 
is probably less 


than that amount now. By treaty 
Russia pays on import through 
Kiachta and generally by land 
routes two-thirds of the maritime 
tariff, which is five per cent ad 
valorem 
If. then, we estimate 


the whole duty on imports and 
exports in this trade at three and 
one-third per cent we shall not be 
far wrong, and the actual sum 
collected will be about 1,000,000 
taels 
It will, perhaps, be not un- 


fair to estimate that an equal 
amount i.° collected by the re- 
maining stations not administer- 
ed by the maritime customs, and 
we have total collections by na- 
tive customs as follows:

the taxe£ levied on the native 
drug are not available. The cus- 
toms authority at Ichang for two 
years past has acted as a general 
collectorate for all duties on na- 
tive opium in the four provinces, 
Htipeh, 
Hunan, 
Kiangsi, and 


Anhui. 
In July, 1905, this , ar- 


rangement was extended to eight 
provinces, and by an order dated' 
May 25, was further extended to 
the whole empire, with the excep- 
tion of the 
three 
Manchurian 


provinces and Chinese 
Turkes- 


tan where, however, it is to be 
put into operation later. By the 
order just mentioned the 
head 


office of the collectorate is estab- 
lished at Wuchang. 
The most 


popular opium grown in China is 
produced in the province of Yun- 
nan. 
Next in popularity is the 


product of the prefecture of Hsu- 
chou, in Kiangsu, and third in 
rank that from Szeohuen. In his 
report for 1905, the commissioner 
of customs at Chungking, in the 
last-named province, sajs that 
the Szechuen opium has increas- 
ed less than five per cent in ten 
years, while the 
Yunnan 
drug 


shows a gain of no less than 227 
per cent in the same period. The 
ITKH ements of Yunnan and Sze- 
chuen opium down the Yangtze 
during the six years 1900-1905, 
as reported at the Ichang custom 
house in piculs of 133 1-3 pounds 
each, were as-follows:

30,555

22,098

36,856

36.311 


These figures do not, of course, 


represent the total production of 
these two provinces, as 
much 


was used locally, and much found 
its way into other provinces by 
land routes, and not a little by 
illicit channels. 


IMPORT OF OPIUM. 


In 1901 Sir Robert Hart esti- 


mated the total production 
of 


opium in China at 150,000 piculs 
per annum, about three times the 
amount of the foreign drug im- 
ported. 
The annual import of 


the latter during ten years past 
has averaged about 50,000 piculs. 
From the returns there is seen to 
be on the \vhole a stsady decline 
taking place in the consumption 
of foreign opium. The 
number 


of smokers has been increasing, 
but 
thc 
majority of them are 


turning to the native drug. 


Opium is produced in greater or 


less quantity in every province of 
China proper, and in Turkestan 
and Manchuria. The Manchuri- 
an article is rapidly growing "in 
favor, particularly in the province 
of Shantung. 
"Many attempts 


have been made in the past to- 
suppress 
the 
habit 
of opium 


smoking by stringent laws pro- 
hibiting it, but these do not ap- 
pear to have been enforced with 
much zeal .except spasmodical!) 
here and there by energetic and 
patriotic statesmen, who were not 
themselves addicted to the \ice, 
and felt that it was sapping the 
strength of the nation. 
Perhaps 


one reason for the neglect to en- 
force the 
prohibition was 
the 


severity lof the penalty imposed 
for 
its violation—strangulation, 


subject to revision at the autumn 
assize. The rapid increase in the, 
production of the native drug 
since thc quasi recognition of the 
trade by taxation of poppy fields, 
the levy of excise on the prepared 
opium, and license charges on 
the opiun joints has again arous- 
ed thoughtful- statesmen to a con- 
sideration 
of 
the 
question of 


checking the use of the drug. 


FOR INCREASED DUTY. 
Se\ eral opium tax increases in 


Hupeh province in 1900 and 1901 
led to a revival of foreign im- 
portations into regions where it 
had long been unknown. 


It was then seen that, unless 


the foreign opium should be sub- 
jected to equally heavy charges 
the effort to tax the vice out of 
existence would fail, and in. 1903. 
inasmuch as most of the foreign 
drug is imported from India (the 
remainder being Persianf, repre- 
sensations were made to the Brit- 
ish government by the Chinese 
minister in London looking to- 
ward the increase of the 
duty 


upon foreign opium. 
The reply 


bf the British 
government, 
as 


quoted in the Peking 
Gazette, 


was that the tax on the native 
drug must be increased by the 
same amount as that on the for- 
eign article to secure fair treat- 
ment. Upon this a memorial was 
submitted to the throne asking 
that the customs duty and likin 
on foreign and native opium be 
increased by an equal amount, 
and the matter TVas referred to 
the proper boards for considera- 
tion and report. 
So far as the 


foreign-drug is concerned, the 
matter apparently still remains 


under consideration, as no later 
report UJMMJ the. subject has been 
published."^' ' 
SINGLE TAX ON OPIUM. 
According to the new regula- 


tions a consolidated opium duty 
of 100 Kuping taels plus a fee 
for "administrative expenses of 
fifteen Kuping taels will be col- 
lected on every 100 catties (133- 
1-3 pounds) net weight of native 
opium to the exclusion of any 
and every other kinjj of tax, and 
no rebates* whatever' will be 
made, no matter in what province 
the drug is produced or where 
eventually sent for consumption. 
Duty and fee are payable in full 
at the first office or barrier met 
with en route. An estimate is to 
be made, based Qpthe collections 
•of 
1904, 
of the amount which 


should go to each provincial 
treasury, and 
henceforth 
that 


amount and no more is to be for- 
warded to such treasury while all 
the balance is to be fonvarded to 
the imperial treasury. The funds 
thus accumulated are to be de- 
voted by the imperial government 
to army reorganization purposes. 


The tax heretofore levied on 


the poppy fields is abolished and 
the provinces are strictly enjoin- 
'ed not to levy any tax whatso- 
ever on opium except that pro- 
vided for in the regulations. The 
lamp tax, however—that is, the 
license fee to, open 
an 
opium- 


smoking house—is still to be al- 
lowed. 


Thc taxes mentioned are those 


on raw opium. The tax on pre- 


j pared opium is at double the rate 


I given, and on opium dross one- 
'half that rate. Travelers are to 
be allowed, however, 
to 
carry 


with them, free of all duty, 10 
taels (Chinese ounces) of prepar- 
ed opium and twenty of opium 
dro1-'-. 


The abolition of the tax on the 


poppy fields while that on grain 
remains, and the strict prohibi- 
tion of all provincial taxes on th'e 
drug shows that there is no in- 


tention to reduce the output, and 
no hope that opium smoking can 
be prevented by these taxes. In 
fact, while the tax is greatly in- 
creased for most of the provinces, 
it is considerably lighter than 
that imposed 
during the past 


year, and more in 'the four prov- 
inces where the consolidated tax 
scheme of 134.79 ha'ikwan taels 
per picul originated. In spite of

N From various customs-and sta- 
tistical reports the minimum out- 
put may be estimated at not less 
than 175,000 piculs.

ty's customs, and others, who 
have made careful studies of the 
subject, the total output may be 
as much as 300,000 piculs.

It was ascertained that M. Clemen- 


ceau was not so much opposed to what

nervousness in the chamber of depu- 
ties, and that the definite approval of 
the. majority should be obtained be- 
fore the government acted. 


Finally the premier announced that 


he would bring the matter up in the 
chamber on Monday, when the fate of 
the cabinet probably will be decided.
